‘RED GROSS WORK 


Already at the headquarters of the 
Alberta Provincial Branch, Red Cross 
Society, the essays for the Junior 
members competition are arriving 
from many schools in the country.

The 
silver and-bronze medals are the gift 
of the Lieutenant-Governor, and as 
honors will be a handsome souvenir 
of school days, for their fortunate 
winners. Then there is the hospital 
competition, in which the health play 
is a special feature. Every branch of 
the Junior Red Cross igs asked to get 
up a Red Cross entertainment, one 
item of whildh mst be the production 
of a ‘health play. The branch raising 
most money on a percentage basis of 
tthe number attending school, will re- 
ceive as a prize a valuable first aid 
kit, which will prove of great use to 
rurat schools in the event of emer- 
gency or accident. A new shipment 
of plays has arrived at headquarters, 
and any branich is at liberty to send 
in for these for the use of their Red 
Cross entertainment. The plays are 
supplied free of charge. This is in 
the little handbook, published by the 
Red Cross Society for the Junior 
work, a supplement dealing with the 
production of plays, with sugges- 
tions for the best way to silage them, 
A number of schools have been prac- 
tising for some time, and already 
sent in thelr returns from entertain- 
ments at which they featured a health 
play. Teachers everywhere are en- 
dorsing this new and attradtive form 
of teaching hygiene and health laws, 
combining as it does the art of 
dramatisation which is at present 
one of the requirements of the edu- 
cational curriculum for this province. 
The time Thmit for the hospital compe- 
tition is June 30th, .and it is hoped 
that every branch large or small will 
make a special effort to raise funds 
in this attractive way for the Junior 
Red Cross Hospital in Calgary. The 
sick children there are the special 

charge ofthe Red Cross Juniors, 
whose money, every cent of it, goes 
direct to 'the upkeep of this splendid 
Red Cross Hospital, where so many 
children, crippled and maimed seem- 
ingly beyond repair, are getting a 
chance in life, and by the providence 
of God through the agency of the Red 
Cross Juniors of Alberta are being 
cured of thejr. sicknesses.

SEEKING: FATHER 


' LOST IN CALGARY 


Stranded, Nearly Starved and /Pennij- 
lees; Taken to Immigration Offices 


Calgary, May 12.—Nearing starva- 
tion, lost, tired: and travel worn, two 
young immigrants from Holland 
alighted from the westbound Cana- 
dian Pacific train at the depot yes- 
terday afternoon, stranded in a 
strange land. The two, Anton and 
Wilhimina Ropas, brother and sis- 
ter, were taken to the offices of 
Arnold F. George, of ithe federal de- 
partment, of immigra™on, by an 
agent of the Travellers’. Aid, who 
noticed them at tthe station, and H. 
Billmann, a Calgarian, who is con- 
versant with the language of ‘the 
Netherlands. 

The lad, who is 21 years old, and 
his sister, who {is 14, told a most piti- 
ful story. 

They had left Antwerp on the 
steamship Mimnedosa, arriving in 
Quebec Monday, May 7, and’ coming 
on the C.P.R. to the west, desiring to 
reach Evarts, a town west of Red 
Deer, where their father, Anton 
Ropas, is a farmer. Unable to speak 
English, not conversant with condi- 
tions here, shy, diffident and lacking 
sufficient funds to carry them'through 
the long journey, the two ‘had met 

many obstacles. This they told Mr. 
George through Mr. Billman, who act- 
ed as interpreter. 

Finally, two days ago, they had 
eaten their last meal, and on Thurs- 
day, while on board train, the broth- 
er and sister had shared their last 
crust of bread. 

Mr. George immediately communi- 
cated with Mayor John Collison of 
Red Deer in an effort to locate the 
father, while the youth wns taken to 
the Y.M.C.A. and the girl to the Y.W. 
C.A. where they will be ‘cared for by 
the Travellers’ Aid, in the meantime.

THE IMMIGRANTS 
FROM SCOTLAND 


We recorded last week the arrival 
of the parties of immigrants from the 
Scottish Hebrides. We wish to take 
this opportunity to join in the | wel- 
come extended to them by the dis- 
trict of Red Deer. Scotland and her 
people have set their mark deeply on 
-Canada and her history, and: Scottish 
immigrants have always been peculiar- 
ly welcome and -peculiarly successful 
here. The somewhat harsh climate 
and lack of widely spread wealth in 
Scotland have contributed to the for- 
mation in its people of a character 
well suited to the work of building up 
homes for themselves in Canada. To 
those who know the storms of the 
Highlands and the frugal standard of 
living there, the winter of Western 
Canada does not present undue ter 
rors, and the standard of living here 
js ample. We trust that those respon- 
sible for ‘bringing these people to the 
West, whether government officials or 
private individuals, will see to it 
that they get the best possible ad- 
vice and information to enable them 
to make a successful start amongst 
us. So far as we can learn, consider- 
able care has been given in this di- 
rection already, and credit is due to 
those in charge.

What amounts to something very 
like an ultimatum has been sent by 
the British government to the Soviet 
government of Russia demanding satt- 
fsfaction for various injuries and in- 
sults inflicted on Britain and British 
citizens by Russia. A British warship 
has also been sent tosthe Murmansk 

. coast with orders to protect by force 

interfer- 

ence by Russtan vessels. These steps 
are thoroughly justified, for the rec- 
ord of the Bolshevik governinent isa 


ing to death leading Raman Catholic 
prelates on flimsy political 
Tt was’ Mr. Jack Jones, a most 
truculent Labour member, «who | pro- 
posed to hold the only Communist 
member of the House as a hostage 
against the Bolshevists, and to make 
his life depend on those of tthe con- 
demned priests. Yet now the Labour 
party, and of course the Communists, 
are threatening “direct action,” which 
simply means forcible revolution, if 
the British Government breaks off re- 
lations ‘with the Russians. It is a 
strange and lamentable attitude to 
take up. Not even the most enthusi- 
astic of Labour politicians can deny 
the ruin and chaos brought on Russia 
by the Bolsheviks. A tyranny as 
absolute and more economically 
stifling than that of the Czar's has 
been set up and maintained with bar- 
baric cruelty. Civilisation has re- 
ceived a definite set-back over the 
whole area of the Russian Bmpire. 
Yet the Labour party, in its blind. 
hatred of anything like the system of 
government and economics, whitch has 
existed so long in Britain, is willing 
to take all the risk of a tfforcible revo- 
lution in order to maintain semi- 
friendly relations with the Bolshevik 
Government. It is probable that the 
British people, if put to the test, 
would prove themselves unwilling to 
support the official Labour party in its 
extreme policy, but the very sug- 
gestion is disquieting both for the; 
people of Britain and for the. whole 
Empire. 


A ,TRANSPORTATION ROUTE 
r OF THE FUTURE 


‘Some fifty years ago there was no 
Canadian Pacific Railway across 
Canada. The very idea was scoffed 
at as @ ludicrous waste of money. 
The North-West, it was said, was a 
barren desert fit only for Indians and 
trappers. A railway across it could 
not possibly -be made to pay. We 
know otherwise now, thanks to the 
courage and vision of a few great 
men. 


Today also we have a great trans- 
portation problem. It is how to get 
our grain and other products tio Hast- 
ern markets at a profitable rate. Now, 
it is a familiar story that transport by 
water is cheaper than transport by 
rail. The agitation for a canal to 
take ocean-going steamers onto the 
Great Lakes to Fort William is ‘one 
more evidence of this. Is it not pos- 
sible for a great system of water tran- 
sttt to be developed from the heart of 
the West via the Saskatchewan Riv- 
er, Lake Winnipeg, the Winnipeg riv- 
er, Lake of the Woods and the Rainy 
River ‘to the Great Lakes? At pres- 
ent the route is wholly impracticable 
by reasons of obstacles of all kinds. 
The excavation of channels, ithe cut- 
ting of canals, and tthe making of 
locks would be needed to give a con- 
tinuous practicable waterway. Yet we 
believe thalt the problem will be faced 
and eventually solved as was tthe 
problem of a railway across Canada. 
Vast as the task would be, the reward 
would be even greater. Oanada is 
now aidand of some nine millions. In 
fifty years it may be a land of fifty 
millions. To that land of the future 
Qhe waterway from the Atlantic 
Ocean to the shadow of the Rockies 
may ‘well be no mere vision but a 
fruitful and vital reality. Let our 
readers turn their thoughts to ft, and 
remember in doing so that in face of 
the achievements of modern science 
soe e has become a discredited 
word.

Unless the Germans have 
peen able secretly to train and equip 
the Russians, which is most unlikely, 
Soviet Russia need not for the 
moment be taken very seriously as an 
enemy of the Empire. 

Tt is on the internal situation in 
Britain that the effects may be serl- 
ous. Six weeks ago the Labour mem- 
bers of the British Parliament were 
joining ‘with all other parties in bit- 
ter denunciation of the Bolshevik 


Government for trying and condemn-.

OUR NEW CITIZENS 


(Calgary Herald) 

There could be few better types of 
settlers than those two hundred and 
elghity Scots who arrived at Red Deer 
on Tuesday, after an adventurous 
voyage across ‘the Atlantic from their 
old homes in the Hebrides. Others 
from the green and rain swept islands 
off tthe western’ Scottish coast ‘have 
preceded them over the path that 
leads from Stornoway to the New 
World, and they have developed into 
some of Canada’s (and America’s) 
foremost citizens. ° 

Pioneer life on the western pldins 
will not be to them so severe a test 
of endurance ‘as it ‘would be to those 
whi ‘come from the congedted cities 
of other parts of Britain. They are 
a sturdy and self-reliant people, these 
Hebrideans, and life to them is not 
a primrose path. Their former home- 
land fs mostly ‘wild moorland, and less 
than one-eighth of the area of 
Hebrides ds cultivated. They lived 
by growing root crops and grain, 
and sheep-farming and cattle raising 
which, with fisheries, constitute the 
main occupations of the islanders. 
The manufacture of tweed in the 
Hebrides has made them famous, for 
the home-spun of the crofters and 
the cloth makers is second to none. 

It is reported that they will retain 
their language and their church. It 
is natural that they should do so, and 
so long as it does not interfere with 
their becoming Canadian citizens, 
cannot be objected to. Not all He- 
brideans speak English, but all speak 
Gaelic. At the census before last, 
the popufation of the Hebridean Is- 
lands was 78,947, of which 22,733 
spoke Gaelic only and 47,666 both 
Gaelic and English.

. Stood Still for 10,000 Years 

Around the room which Selfridge’s 
has loaned to Mr. Mitchell-Hedges, 
and which yesterday was visited by 
officials of the British Museum and 
other museums, hang more ‘than a 
hundred “gods” of a people which 
has not advanced since its isolation, 
six to ten thousand years ago. : 

In cases and boxes still to be un- 
packed are countless othe? souvenirs 
of a “lost tribe,” which speak as easily 
today of events six thousand years 
ago as the people of civilized nations 
relate modern history. 

‘When he set out two years ago to 
explore the wilds of Panama and to 
carry out research work in the Carib- 
bean Sea, Mr. Mitchell-Hedges little 
thought of the epoch-making discov- 
eries that were to be his. : 

Obtaining Jegendary clues to @ 
race of people which even the old 
Spanish adventurers were unable to 
approach owing to the hostility of 
the Indians, he sailed from Colon, 
Panama, voyaged 100 miles in his 
30-ton yacht Kora, and eventually 
entered an opening in the reefs. 

Then, after threading 150 miles: of 
coral reefs and islands, at ‘last he 
penetrated the hinterland of Panama. 

There, in the Chucunaque country, 
he came upon a race of Indians who 
hitherto had never seen a white man 
or woman. They saw both last year, 
for Mr. Mitchell-Hedges was ‘accom- 
panied on this historic trip by Lady 
(Richmond) Brown—to whose valu- 
able help he pays grateful tribute. 

Closely-Guarded Secrets 


Neither ‘science nor the museums 
have any authentic record to-day of 
this civilisation. According to emi- 
nent scientists, it will take perhaps 
two or three years before full meaa- 
ing dar be given to the immensity of 
the discovery. 

Directly the significance of the 
evidence collected by Mr. (Mitchell- 
‘Hedges ‘was realized, the assistance 
of some of the greatest scientists of 
the day was sought and they have 
verified the opinion that the discovery 
is one of great moment. 

To name but a few of Mr. Mitchell- 
Hedge’s closely-guarded sears, besid- 
es the pfcture writing on cloth, there 
are gods, barbaric necklaces, grave 
pots, images of pure gold, primitive 
weapons, chief sticks, and the entire 
regalia of chief medicine man and 
witch doctor, this last of great age. 

The vast collection has been wrap- 
ped in a shroud of secrecy ever since 
its arrival. 

Not only is it under lock and key, 
‘but secret service agents watch over 
it day and night. It is of such 
value that no price could cover it. 

(Mr. Mitchell-Hedges made other in- 
teresting and important discoveries. 
His two years’ trip was undertaken 
with a dual object. He also set out 
to prove, if possible, that great fish 
and beasts of the Jurassic and -Meso- 
zoic periods still exist in the sea. 

A thorough investigation was made 
of sea slugs, sea cumbers, and other 
primitive life in the ocean, and many 
records were obtained that are abso- 
lutely unknown at the present day.

ONTARIO GENERAL 
ELECTION, JUNE 25 


Nomination Date June 14; the House 
Formally Dissolved by Order 


Torontb, May 10.—Speculation con- 
cerning the date of the approaching 
provincial general election was set 
at rest yesterday when the Drury gov- 
ernment definitely selected June 2, 
next. The date was agreed upon by 
the cabinet, after which ‘it was incor- 
porated in the formal orders-in-coun- 
cil asking the lieutenant-governor for 
the dissolution of the present cham- 
ber. With the granting of the re- 
quest by his honor, a mere formality, 
the fifteenth parliament will have 
passed into history. 

The dissolution order-In-council it- 
self is brief and purely formal. It 
simply acqw ints his honor with the 
government's desire for the im- 
mediate dissolution of the present 
house, and for a general electfon to 
be held on June 25. Nomination day 
is also specified for Thursday, June 
14. 

Fifteenth parliament of Ontario 
which thus passes out of existences, 
was elected on October 20, 1919, and 
has held four sessions. When it rose 
on [May 5. last, fifty-flve members 
were sitting on the government 
of the chamber; 26 were among the.

THE SOLDIER? = 
. ADVOCAT 


(From the Ottawa Citizen) 
When ‘the ‘report of the royal com- 
mission is. discussed on the floor of 
the House, the fact will perhaps ‘be 
brought out more clearly. that the 
board of pension commissioners have 
never taken @ very sympathetic view 
in dealing with applicants for jus- 
tice. They have maintained an attl- 
tude of suspicion towards Canadian 
men ‘who, often erroneously, ‘but 
sometimes rightly, believed they were 
entitled to sympathetic consideration 
from the board. : 
The nation’s solemn obligation, to 
do at least justice towards.the men 
and dependents of men who were dis- 
abled on active service, still | holds 
good. But the pension commission- 
ers have never accepted any- obliga- 
tion to consider the interests of the 
men sympathetically. The onus is 
placed entirely on the applicant to 
convince the board that he isenttitled 
to a pension, or to a readjustment of 
pension. 
It is perhaps natural that a gov- 
ernment department should , adopt 
this attitude, of regarding applicants 
from the point of view of the watch- 
dog of fhe treasury, rather than that 
of sympathetic administrators of the 
pensions act. The pension commis- 
siouers are not condemned in the re- 
port of the royal commission, but the 
verdict is plainly against them. Cana- 
dian men, to whom the country did 
owe something more than an official 
rebuff, have suffered injustice under 
the bureaucratic interpretation of the 
Disabled ‘men ‘have been put 
through severe ordeals, sometimes 
amounting .to~neglect-and privation; 
sume have diéd for lack of attentton, 
when they were entitled to the bene- 
Sts of-a generous pensions act. 
The Canadian soldiers, it is quite 
evident, have stood in need of all the 
support and assistance which their 
own organization, the Great War Vet- 
erans’ Association, could win for 
them. They have been well served 
in many thousands of cases of read- 
justment, of pension claiths and al- 
lowances, by the G.W.V.A. There is 
practically no other national organi- 
zation in Oanada to plead the case 
for the man who, asking only for 
justice, cannot present the case for 
himself. 
In Great Britain, the meed for 
maintaining the soldiers’ atlvocate is 
officially recognized. - ‘Local pension 
committees have the financial afd of 
the government to carry on the work, 
which amounts in effect to serving as 
the soldiers’ friend.. In the United 
States, the federal government itself 
put through a clean-wp campaign, to 
see that no soldier’s case, entitled to 
consideration, should be neglected. 
Contact officers are employed by 
the United States government to 
keep in touch with the ex-soldier or- 
ganizations and, indeed, to hunt up 
individual cases, to assist the men to 
obtain the benefits to which they are 
legally entitled. ‘This policy is sure- 
ly more in keeping with the nation’s 
pledge to the men when they went 
overseas, than to regard with  sus- 
gicton the soldier applicants for jus- 
tice. 
The Great War Veterans’ Associ- 
ation in Canada organized a_ clean 
sweep campaign in 1921; and many 
cases of injustice and bureaucratic 
treatment were disclosed as the cam- 
paign progressed. It led, in fact, to 
the royal commission on pensions and 
re-establishment. 
The G.W.V.A. is probably the best 
medium for acting as the soldiers’ ad- 
vocate in Canada. It is able to take 
care of the men who would other- 
wise never be heard from . . .and 
it should be better understood by the 
Canadian public that the men at the 
head of the G.W.V.A. are not agitat- 
ors, nor noisy malcontents seeking 
to pillage the treasury. They are 
doing national work, with no .finan- 
cial aid from the public, but financed 
entirely by themselves ‘collectively. 
Similar work in Great Britain and 
the United States is paid for by gov- 
ernment subventions or carried on 
directly by government officials. 
It is to be hoped that the G.W.V.A. 
cam continue to act as the soldiers’ 
advocate tn Canada. There is still 
‘much work to be done, and it is hard- 
ly a square deal to the members of 
the organization to expect them to 
pav for it’ entirely from their own 
pockets. It is national work. 
All soldiers’ claims, whether they 
are members or not of the G.W.V.A., 
are dealt with sympathetically; and, 
at the same time, tthe government has 
no better ally than the G. W. V. A 
against imposters and “lead-swing- 
ers.” The public is indebted to the 
men who have continued to serve in 
civil life as they served ovérseas, ac-

ALBERTA CROP REPORT 


First Fortnightly Crop Report—lIs- 
+; eued by: Department of Agriculture, 
Edmonton, May 4, 1923. 


Seeding of the 1923 grain crop is 
now general over the province of Al- 
berta, and is proceeding under fairly 
favorable conditions. : The opening of 
the season found the soil over the 
greater part of the province in very 
dry ‘condition, which tended to res- 
trict the area prepared for crop. 
During the past two weeks, however, 
there has been some precipitation, 
which encouraged the farmers to pre 
pare more land. ; 
Taking the province as a whole, the 
area) now ready for crop is about the 
same as last year, but in most districts 
the farmers are holding back for 
better moisture conditions ‘before 
seeding all of the land prepared. In 
the south-western district and in some 
of the central districts of the province, 
a somewhat larger area than last 
year, in several cases as high as 15 
per cent more, is being seeded. In 
the south-eastern sections the area 
being seeded is less than the previous 
season. In the remaining sections 
of the province, the area is ajbuut the 
same as in 1922. 

Wheat seeding operations over ‘the 
province as’a whole are between 60 
and 70 percent. completed, and the 
seeding of oats has commenced. The 
moisture at present in the soil is 
suffictent for germination but not for. 
any heavy growth. The ‘weather 
during the past month has been alter- 
nately warm and cool, with light pre- 
cipitation of rain and snow. 

Fall rye is showing up well in most 
of the districts where this crop has 
been planted. Alfalfa in the southern 
districts has come through with prac- 
tically no winter killing. 

There has been a marked increase 
in many districts In acreage of corn 
for both fodder and grain. In some 
cases areas of from 40 to 100 acrés of 
this crop are being planted. \ 
Grasshoppers: ‘Reports received by 
the department show little indication 
of garsshoppers so far, some reports 
stating that eggs do not appear to be 
80 numerous as last year. The depart- 
ment, hawever, is making every 
preparation to combat the pest on 
its appearance. 

Livestock generally speaking is in 
excellent gondition, having survived 
the winter very satisfactorily.

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DEATH OF E. S. GRIMSON MLK FEEDING — | 
| EXPERIMENTS} 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

The growth in dairying in the 
prairie provinces has resulted in a 
donsiderable increase in dairy  by- 
products. During the past three 
years experiments have been conduct- 
ed at the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion at Scott to determine the value 
of these by-products when: fed to live- 
stock. : 

The first experiment was commenc- 
ed fn the autumn of 1920, when a 
Percheron filly foal in poor condition 
was fed milk in addition to its regu- 
tar ration of ‘grain and hay. The milk 
was fed from shortly before the colt 
was weaned’ until spring. During a 
period of 151 days the colt made an 
average gain of 2.9 pounds per day. 
This is the best gain made by auy of 
the-foals reared on the Station. 

The following winter skim milk 
was fed toa pen of pullets, in addition 
to their regular feed, with the excep- 
tion that no; beef scrap was given, 
Another lot irecefved beef scrap in- 
stead of skim milk. ‘The average pro- 
duction from the latter pen was 25 
eggs per bird, while the skfm-milk- 
fed pen produced an average of 36 
eges per bird. A similar experfment 
conducted during ‘the ‘past winter 
has just been completed, and while 
both milk and beef-scrap-fed pens 
gave almost double the production. of 
the check lot recetving no animal pro- 
tein, the milk fed lot again gave tthe 
best returns. a P 

Cheese experiments bear out the 
findings at ‘the .

Buttermilk is) another by-product 
that should be utilized wherever it 
can ‘be secured at reasonable cost. 
In an experiment conducted during 
the past season, twelve purebred 
Yorkshire gilts were divided into 
two pens of six each. One lot re- 
ceived in addition to their regular 
feed ’seven pounds of buttermilk daily 
per pig. The grain’ ration for the 
check lot was identical with that giv- 
en the other lot, but no buttermilk 
was supplied. It was found that af- 
ter a period of 43 days the lot re- 
celving buttermilk had made almost 
double the gains. During the next 
meriod of 68 days no buttermilk was 
supplied efther lot.. The pens were. 
re-divided, one half the buttermilk- 
fed lot going on pasture with one 
half from the check lot. The remain- 
ing six pigs were fed in a dry lot. It, 
was found that the pigs receiving 
buttermilk early in the season made 
the best gains during the second: 
feeding period. :
